A Big Question, 
The communication from the Chair- 
man of the School Board, is a most

question of improvements at 
the school buildings. It embraces 
not only the opinions of the Sehool 
Board upon the question, but it has 
the added weight of the personal en- 
dorsement of Mr. Alden himself,. and 
this latter fact is important to those 
who have learned to most highly re- 
spect that gentleman's superior judg- 
ment upon such questions as are in- 
volved in this proposition. 

We do not need to urge our readers 
to give a careful reading to the commu- 
nication, for the question is the upper- 
most topic for discussion at the present 
time. It isa long while since such an 


| expenditure of money has been pro- 


posed for one item at an annual meet- 
ing, and every contribution which gives 
lignt upon the question is most. impor- 
tant. The cost does not grow any less 
as the figuring upon it continues, The 
figures embodied in Mr. Alden’s com- 


. munication now reach the large sum of 


345,000, an amount equal to the 
original cost of the two buildings to be 
improved, The town cannot afford to 
go lightly into such an expense as this, 
and if the work is once decided upon 
it will not be the easiest kind of a 
problem: to so settle its payment that 
there will be no burden of an increased 
tax. It is very easy to talk of issuing 
bonds and putting off the settling day, 
but the evil day of reckoning always 
comes, and the taxpayer finally “ pays 
the freight ". We do not fora moment 
Mnean to say that the cost of this pro- 
posed work is an unsurmountable 
barrier ; if it is the wise thing to do the 
‘town can well afford the cost, and the 
taxpayers will cheerfully meet it. 

Mr. Alden certainly makes a strong 
case in his communication. He shows 
| that the absolutely essential improve- 
ment of new sanitaries is very closely 
‘interwoven with the question of new 
heating facilities. One depends largely 
upon the otber, and can be secured 
fonly by providing the other. The 
| main question then seems to rest upon 
| the ‘kind of heating system to install 
and the suggested enlargement of the 
school buildings. It must be acknowl- 
edged that there is a wide difference of 
opinion in town at the present time 
| Upon these two phases of the problem, 
a difference which exits, however, be-

Such an 
addition must come ere many years, 
but is the time ripe now? Four new 
rooms mean accommodation for pres- 
ent kindergartens now outside, and 
extra rooms “ for future needs”.

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ELECTRIC ROADS TIED UP 


Heavy Snow Fail of Monday Interferes 
With, Traffic — Haverhill and And- 
over Line Blocked. 


The snow storm this week has again 
caused a great deal of trouble in town. 
On Monday the twenty-third storm of 
the season octurred which was one of 
the worst since winter began. A terrific 
wind, accompanied, by snow,. blew from 
the northwest all day and into the night 
and it was estimated that nine or ten 
inches of snow fell. 

‘The Boston & Northern railway had 
beeu preparing for the storm and had 
had a large force of men clearing away 
the ice between and outside’ the rails: 
On the line between this town and Law- 


runuing on sebedule time. The com- 
pany had their ploughs out all Monday, 
Monday night and ‘Tuesday ana many 
men were kept busy handling the snow 
The cars were not entirely blocked how- 
ever and the trip between Andover and 
Lawrence could be made if one had 
patience. 

The snow which was thrown from the 
tracks by the plow and by a gang of men 
who shoveled all night Monday, was re- 
moved on Tuesday and Wednesday by a 
force of local teamsters and dumped on 
the Richardson park on Chestnut street. 
‘The expense of this is borne by the 
street railway company. 

The Haverhill & Andover division was 
completely tied up by the storm being 
unable to keep the track broken out. 
The last car that ran over that line 
before the storm was on Sunday night 
and it has not yet been opened. 

On the Reading division much the 
same condition existed as on the Haver- 
hill line. The cars were completely 
blocked by the drifts and it was im- 
possible for the plows to keep the tracks 
clear. Ql 

The roads in the country were in 
very bad ,shape, in some places drifts 
five feet high crossing the highway and 
making it very difficult for travel. 
Many of these roads were broken out by 
Superintendent Lovejoy and are now 
sate for travel. 

The snow plows were out on the side 
walks bright and early on Tuesday 
morning and some bard but rather in- 
effective work was done the drifts being 
so high and the wind so strong that not 
much benefit was derived from their 
labor.

Steam Heating and Sanitaries at 


needed in order to keep the school in 
proper rubning order, is a new and ade- 
quate heating arrangement at Punchard. 
‘The four furnaces, ‘which are in constant 
use, do not heat the buiiding properly ; 
they do not heat the six recitation 
rooms even so that they are comfortable 
to sitin; the corridors and hall ought 
to be properly heated, especially the 
latter now that it has become one of the 
working rooms of the school, for it is 
the only room where the whole school 
or even the first year class can come to- 
gether. Of course the only proper way 
to heat this large building is by steam; 
but there is no suitable place in the 
building to put a boiler, so that a new 
boiler house will have to be built at the 
rear of the annex. 
boiler and coal pocket, 
cost about $5500.00, It will cost about 
$3000.00 more to put the heating and 
ventilating arrangements into the school 
building, thus making a total cost of 
$8500.00 for the complete plant. 

With steam heat in Punchard and the 
extra room gained by removing the.old 
furnaces and the coal pocket, there need 
be no delay in putting in proper sani- 
taries, which are needed almost as much

If a new building is necessary, to 
properly take care of the kindergarten, 
provide room for the immediate growth 
of the school, and provide for suitable 
Sanitary arrangements in the Jolin Dove 
by transferring the boiler plant ; also if 
a new boiler house: is to be built iu the 
rear of the Punchard. to provide for its 
proper heating amd sanitary arrange- 
ments—then why not do as would be 
done in a mill or factory where economy 
in the use of steam is a very important 
and carefully studied problem, and put 
all the boilers in a central boiler house 
—the new building at the rear of the 
Jolin Dove, extending the pipes from 
there to the other three buildings, the 
John Dove, the Stowe and the Punchard. 
Two boilers would be sufficient for all 
four buildings in the coldest weather, 
while it would be necessary to run only 
one during a third of the school year. 
We are running seven fires now when- 
ever it is necessary to run any. ‘The 
first cost of a central plant will also be 
less than the other arrangement. It 
will cost more to put the two boilers in 
two separate buildings, than to put them 
both in one building and make the 
necessary connections with the other 
buildings. The central plant will. save 
in first cost ; in the amount. of fuel used 
and in the expense for taking care of it. 


The advantages of this factory system 
of concentrating the steam plant is so 
obvious that within the last few years a 
large number of our educational insti- 
tutions have changed over their heating 
plant in order to carry ovt this system, 
which has become known as the central

Andover are all heated, each from one 
central plant, the steam being con- 
ducted in some cases over a third of a 
mile. At the Groton School the Hun- 
dred House, with over 10,000 feet of 
radiating surface, is over 2200 feet from 
the boiler house, and the highest pres- 
sure carried this winter has been three 
pounds with half a pound for night ser- 
vice. Of course this would not be 
economy except for a very large con- 
sumption of steam, as in this case. 


Now as to the expense of this central 
scheme. ‘To erect a new building in the 
rear of the John Dove, large enough for 
the two boilers that would take care of 
the four central school buildings and 
allow room for a third, if it should ever 
be wanted for any future emergency ; 
with ample coal storage. capacity ; 
four rooms on the first flaor, two the 
kindergarten and two for future 8; 
the building to be built so that four 
more rooms can be added on a sécond 
story without having* to increase the 
strength of the walls or second. floor 
timbers already built; this would cost 
$25,000.00. Two° boilers with fittings 
and flue connections, set ready for use 
would cost $3300.00. The. heating and 
vet.tilating arrangements in this build- 
ing would cost $1600.00. The steam 
mains and their insulating conduits to 
connect the bvilers with the Stowe, 
John Love and Punchard would cost 
$3300.00. The new heating and ventilat- 
ing system in Punchard $3000.00. New 
sanitaries at Punchard, $2800.00. New 
sanitaries at the John Dove, $2600.00. 
The committee would also recommend 
the installation of proper sanitaries at 
the Indian Ridge and Bradlee school, so 
that all our large schools would be pro- 
vided with modern arrangements. This 
would cost $3300.00 more. 


Our total foots ap $45,100.00, a pretty 
heavy bill for improvements, but in the 
opinion of the committee an economical 
one for the town inthelong run.

“In the summer of 1856 a Kansas 
Band was formed in Andover Semin- 
ary... Jt consisted -origtnally of. four 
members of the Middle Class, Sylves- 
ter DanacStorrs, Grovesnor ©. Morse, 
Roswell Davenport Parker aud Richard 
Cordley. These four agreed to go to 
Kansis ‘after graduation and make 
that territory their field of labor. The 
band owed its existence to the heart 
and brain of Sylvester D, Storrs, who 
first suggested’ it) and worked persist- 
ently for its sticcess. Its first inspira- 
tion was due to the Kansas troubles 
which were then at their height, but 
the chief thought was to help to de- 
velop a Christian State in the center 
of the continent. 

“The band met weekly in Mr. Storrs’ 
room and held a Kansas prayer meet- 
ing. After the prayer meeting an 
hour was spentan studying the Kansas 
situation, reading letters from friends 
in the territory, and interchanging 
views. As the condition in’ Kansas 
became more serious the interest in 
the band widened.

ADDRESS ON LINCOLN, 
On Sunday at the Congregational 
ehureh the Rev. Henry E. Barnes 


made a 
oration 


stirring address {n commem- 
of the birthday of Abraham 
Lineoln. -He took as his_ subject, 
“Abraham Lincoln” and his text, was 
from 37 Psalm and 23rd verse, ‘I'h> 
Steps of a Good Man are ordered by 
the Lord.” 

The address Was comprised under two 
main heads, first Mr. Lincoln as soy 
and man, second Mr. Lincoln’ th 
Statesman. The following is taken ir 
abstract. Abraham Lincoln was the 
ever unclouded sun that filled all the 
Sky of the 19th century with in ef- 
fable light. After less than forty years 
since his death writings concerning 
him outnumber those of any other man 
in our history for so short a time. Our 
boys and young men should study and 
engrave on their hearts the dozen or 
two lines that record his wonderful 
story. 

Born in one of the rudest log cab- 
ins in Kentucky, on the 12th of ‘Feb- 
ruary, 1809. His poverty stricken boy- 
hood spent in clearing away forests 
and only six months given to the di- 
mentary studies of a rustic scRool. 
“reading, writin’ and cipherin’” as Mr. 
Lincoln himself expressed it: at tho 
age of 19 a hired hand on the Missis- 
sippi flat boat, then a clerk in ¢ 
country store in the state of Iliinois, 
then a post master receiving a miail 
once or twice a week and delivering 
it from house to house to his neign- 
bors; next a student ‘of law from -a 
few books borrowed and studied by 
firelight; at «the age of twenty-five, 
a member of the Illinois State legis- 
lature and at the age of 37 in Con- 
gress introducing a_ bill to abolish 
slavery in the District of Columbia; in 
1885 waging the most Protracted ana 


brilliant debate with Stephen A, 
Douglas that our Politics has ever 
known;. in 1860 borne triumphantly: 


into the Presidential chair and again 
in 1864 by a popular - vote like the 
surge of many waters after four tem- 
pestuous years and in the hour of 
victory translated by a bloody martyr- 
dom to his crown of glory with four 
millions of broken fetters in his Zoo0d 
right hand. cote

ter was dwelt upon with the following

whole army. After some rfurther con: 
versation General Sicklts turned to Mr 
Lincoln and said, “What aid you think 
paid be the result at Gettspnurg " Ui 
I felt confident, everybody was panic 
stricken but I went into my -room ani 
got down on nmy knees and prayed Al- 
mighty God to give us the victory, 1 
said we can’t stand another Chancel 
lorsville. This is Your cause, You 
War, now if: you will give us ‘ths 
battle and stand by us I'll stand b; 
You through the whole, “then he ai 
sled, “and T will.” Then he said [u- 
ther, “A sweet comfort did steal uve 
me and I felt sure.”
